SHE MUST FLY THROUGH WATER,

A Tesson Taught to the Tesrt of This
Great Country.

TERMS USDER WHICH SHE WAS BUILT

WASHINGTON, Sept, 28.—Another nov-
elty in the construction of our steel navy
will very scon be fturnished by the launch
of o mate to the Cushing at the Iowa Iron
Works. This ig the first of the new vessels
built in interior waters, and its sucoessful
completion onght to open the eves of Con-
gressmen in the Mismissippi Valley to the
fact that their constituents and neighbors
may have a local as well as & national inter-
est in naval construction and seaboard de-
fense. Of this little eraft Secretary Tracy
has said that it “represents a new and im-
portant step in the development of the re-
sources of this country for purposesof naval
shipbuilding. Hitherto this work has been
done aimost wholly on the Atlantic and
Pacific seaboards. Muauoy rolling mills and
shops in the interior, eapecially in Penn-
sylvanin, Ohto and Illinols, have performed
a shure of the work, but the shipbuilding
has been done on the const, The econsiruc-
tion of & torpedo boat on the upper Miss is-
sippi, however, opens up great possibilities
for development in this direction in the
heart of the country,” The launch of Tor-
pedo Boat No. 2 before the next session
of Congress will enloree this lesson.

The Conditions Improved.

The act of June 30, 1890, authorized the
construction of a steel torpedo boat, to cost,
for hull and machivey, not more than §125,-
000, aud to have a teed speed of 24
knots. The advaoce made in this Intter
respect is shown by the fact that the apeed
required of the Cushing was only 22 knots.
On her trial trip she netually developed
about 22§ knots. Had she exceeded 23
koots, she would have had & bonus of $1,500
per quarter kuot for such excess, but she
earned no premium. Torpedo Boat No, 2 is
linble to rejection should she make less
than 23 knots, so that the gain i= apparent,
It should be said, however, that a higher
price is paid for No. 2 than for the Cush-
ing, and that the latter has made fast rons
sinece her trial trip,

The new boat is a little larger than the
Cushing, but does not draw as much water.
The Cushing bas a length on load water
line of 1883{ feet, 8 breadth of 14 feet 10
inches and a mean draught of 51 feet, piv-
ing her a displacement of 116 tons. The
new boat has a length of 150 feet, a breadth
of 1514 and a normal draught amidships of
43{, with a displacement of 120 tons. She
has 1,800 maximum horse power, against the
Cushing's 1,720. Fach bas twin Bcrew,
vertical quadruple expansion engines Each
carries three torpedo tubes, those of the
Dubuque boat being 18-inch Whitehends,
and the latter also has four one-pounder
rapid-fire guns, while the Cashing bas
three, The contraet cost of the hull asnd
machinery of the new boat is $113,500, while
that of the Cushing was $82,750,

Special Attention to Officers” Quarters,

In Torpedo Boat No, 2 special attention
has been given to the quarters for the offi-
cers and men, on the theory, as Chief Cou-
structor Wilson puts it, that “‘the radius of
action of these vessels is hmited rather by
the endurance of the erew than by
the amount of coal carried in the bunkers,”
Hence two staterooms are provided for the
officers, aud a large room extending the en-
tirg breadth of the boat and containing four
s for the petty officers, while the
